—A three-pronged Allied drive 
smashed across the upper Puk han 
river and into the peak s beyond 
Saturday in a surprise attack on 
Korea’s central front.

Indians in Missouri ate almost 
anything in hard times, but in 
plentiful seasons they dined abun­ 
dantly on a v ariety of nativ e foods. 
It was the duty of the brav es 
to “bring home the bacon” in the 
form of wild game. Indian women 
cultiv ated the crops. They plant­ 
ed haphazard fields of Indian corn, 
or maize, with beans, pumpkins, 
and sq uash scattered among the 
stalks. Potatoes could be kept for 
winter, and melons were enjoyed 
in the sum m er months. 
Corn was the great staple food 
of Indian tribes throughout

WASHINGTON—General Ridg­ 
way has cabled a strong recom­ 
mendation to the Pentagon that 
we keep the military pressu re on 
the Commu nists u ntil all the terms 
o f the armistice are settled. Other­ 
wise, he warns that the Chinese 
will stall over su ch nlatters as in­ 
spection teams and exchanging 
prisoners. 
However, there is no qu estion 
bu t that Ridgway’s’ proposal rep­ 
resents a definite and important 
change of policy. 
Therefore his 
proposal is still u nder active con­ 
sideration by the joint chiefs of 
staff and the national secu rity 
cou ncil. 
Until they reach a final 
decision, he has been given au thor­ 
ity to press his demands at Pan- 
mu njom. 
When we went into the tru ce 
talks, the biggest obstacle seemed 
to be drawing a tru ce line. 
We 
a greed—in fact, u rged—that the 
truce line be settled first. 
After 
months of haggling, the Commu ­ 
nists finally came arou nd to ou r 
terms. 
Their last proposal on a 
tru ce line was so close to ou r de- 
mads that there was nothing left 
to haggle over. 
At first Washington cou ldn’t 
u nderstand why Ridgway didn’t 
snap it u p, bu t sent his negotia­ 
tors back instead with a flat re­ 
jection and a warning that the 
tru ce line cou ldn’t be drawn u ntil 
the other terms of the armistice 
were settled. In other words, we 
reversed ou rselves. 
The reason for this reversal was 
that originally we agreed to take 
u p the tru ce line first, becau se we 
then didn’t’ plan to go anywhere 
du ring the armistice. We planned 
to move into strong positions in 
the hills and camp there for the 
winter. 
In fact, Ridgway told 
General Omar Bradley that jeep 
accidents wou ld ou tnu mber battle 
casu alties this winter. What Ridg­ 


way meant by this was that he 
didn’t plan to do any fighting. 
Thu s, there was no reason not 
to draw the tru ce line first. 
However, Ridgway is now so 
confident in 
his own 
military 
strength and so convinced the 
Chinese are seriou sly crippled that 
he is willing to gamble on u sing 
force in order to speed u p the 
entire negotiations and gain a 
more favorable armistice. 
What 
he fears is that the Commu nists 
will stall once a tru ce is decided 
and wait all winter before agree­ 
ing to a final peace.
